Section 1. The Belect and Common Connells
of the city of Philadelphia do ordaln, ‘vhat the
Mayor of Philadelphis be and he Is heroby an
thorized to borrow, at not less than par, on the
credit of the eliy corporation, from time to
time, such sums of mouey as may be n
to pay for the construction and erection of a
bridge over the river Schuylkill at Falrmount,
not exceeding In the whole the sum of seven
hundred thousand dollars, for which Interest
not to exceed the mate of slx per cent. per an-
num ghall be pald, half-yearly, on the first days
of January and July, st the office of the Clty
Treasurer.

The principal of sald loan shall be paynble
and paid at the explration of thirty years from
the date of the rame, and not before, without
the consent of the holders thereof; and certifi-
cates therefor, In the wsual form of certificates
of city loan, shall be Lened In such amonnia as
the lenders may require, but not for any frac-
tional part of one hundred dollars, or, If re-
fuired, in amounts of five hundred or one thou-
eand dollars; and it shall be expressed In said
certifientes that the said loan therein mentioned,
and the interest thereof, are payable free from
all taxes.

Section 2. Whenever any loan shall be made
by virtue thereof, there shall be, by force of this
ordinance, annually appropristed, out of the
Income of the corporate estates and from the
sum raleed by taxation, a sum sufliclent to pay
